This roving 


reporter started Field Day by driving 

up into Bucks County to see the North 
Penn Club layout. They had a beautiful 
big community field, which was dotted 
with temporarily raised towers and beams 
sundry trucks and pick-ups, and about a 
dozen cars clustered around seven widely 
scattered anterma. After leaving Chal- 
font, we drove down 152, 63 and 309 to 
Fort Washington. QQH acted as MC to help 
us Pind the place; however, instead of 
staying on 509, we took that fancy, new 
divided highway, Jim, and so that is why 
we were a little slow in our arrival
